Methanol Denaturing Blocked 


In indefinitely postponing his approval of 


the use of methanol as a denaturant in in- 
dustrial alcohol the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury has done more than unexpectedly dis- 
appoint producers and industrial users of 
denatured alcohol. He has impugned their 
integrity. The question that naturally 
arises is an ugly one. 

This unexpected action cannot be attrib- 
uted to an opinion that methanol-denatured 
alcohol is not an industrial necessity. Proof 
abundant of that need had been presented. 
The action cannot be explained by any legal 
difficulties in the way of the resumption of 
the long-permitted use of this satisfactory 
denaturant. Hence it is not surprising that 
no explanation has been given. 

There is only one thing to be done in the 
matter. Producers and industrial users of 
denatured alcohol should immediately de- 
mand of the Secretary of the Treasury an 
explanation of his refusal to authorize the 
use of methanol. Whatever is thus discov- 
ered to have blocked a clear legal right of 
industry, must be taken forthwith to the 
President of the United States for prompt 
remedial action. 


Business Must Take a Hand 

President Roosevelt has returned to 
Washington. Doubtless he learned much— 
he heard a great deal more—in his travel- 
ing. What he has learned may influence his 
plans, but it is clear that he has not been 
swerved from his purpose to strive for 
sound economic improvement which, as he 
said in an address August 9, “comes from 
the improved conditions of the whole popu- 
lation and not the small fraction thereof.” 

It is to be hoped that the President has 
learned from his contact with the people in 
the communities which he visited that there 
are among the business men of the country 
many whose advice and counsel will stand 
him in good stead in the problems with 
which he has chosen to deal. It is to be 
hoped that he will invite these men to con- 
fer with him on the solution of those prob- 
lems; for their solution is the imperative 
need of business, and business is the life 
of the nation. It is time that business coun- 
sel be applied to the business problems that 
confront the nation; time that business men 
be given their full citizen’s right to a voice 
in government policies and plans. 

It is most desirable that business men be 
prepared to speak fully as citizens when 
they are called upon to exercise a citizen’s 


rig ht; that they be able to offer advice 
directed to actually sound economic im- 
provement. ‘The government needs busi- 


ness guidance, practical advice. It should 
welcome this necessary assistance and make 
full use of it in its etforts to facilitate and 
expedite the restoration of 
Business men must be prepared to detine 
their expectations with respect to the 
restoration of confidence in concrete terms 
and in accordance with sound rules. It will 
not be enough merely to state generalities, 
such as getting the country to work on 
lines it knows and believes in: the lines 
must be laid down; for some of the known 
lines in which many still believe were the 
ones that led to the troubles from which 
the country is now endeavoring to extricate 
itself. 

Business must take a lesson from the fol- 


confidence. 





lowing statement made by the President in 
his August 9 address :-— 


Before I left on my trip, I received two letters 
from important men, both of them pleading that 
I say something to restore confidence. To bota 
of them I wrote identical letters:— 

“What would you like to have me say?” 

From one of them I have received no reply at 
all, six weeks later. It take it that he is still 
wondering how to answer. The other man wrote 
me frankly that in his judgment the way to re- 
store confidence was for me to declare that all 
supervision by all forms of government, Federal 
and State, over all forms of human activity called 
business should be forthwita abolished. 


‘To those who have got any realization of 
the problems that attend the national task 
of effecting sound economic recovery, ad- 
vice such as that must be unthinkable. In 
his comment on it the President with full 
justification declared that to follow such 
advice would mean that the “old law of the 
tooth and the claw would reign once more.” 
There are some who long for the return of 
unrestrained competion, but the President 
spoke a truth when he said:—‘“The people 
of the United States will not restore that 
ancient order.” New plans are needed in 
the recovery program; but it is highly 
necessary and desirable that they be 
directed to the new purpose of recovery. 
The old order must be changed. Many of 
its principles, and particularly its lack of 
principles, have been proved unsound. 

Business must take the initiative in the 
revision of the plans by which sound eco- 
improvement is henceforth to be 


nomic 
pursued, Only by so doing can it get rid 
of the uncertainty, not with respect to 


where the country is heading, for the pur- 
pose has been clearly stated, but rather 
with respect to whether the right road is 
being followed. The selection of the road 
is of the utmost importance. It will be 
necessary to do some road-building and 
some brushing out of the straight, broad, 
somewhat neglected way laid out by the 
founders of the nation. This is work for 
business, and business is fully qualified to 
do it. The government cannot take full 
charge of this work unless business permits 
it to do so. It is time that business took its 
rightful place in the movement for recov- 
ery—lent its strong hand to the work of 
recovery. None but itself can prevent its 


doing SO. 


What Will Restore Confidence ? 
There is encouragement in the record that 
business loans of Federal Reserve member 
banks increased something like $80,000,000 
during the two weeks ended August 1. The 
total of these loans at that date was $4,515.,- 
000,000, but it was more than a quarter of 


it billion dollars less than that at August 2, 
1933. These loan had decreased much 
since the early part of this year. ‘Their re- 


sumption of an upward trend at a time 
when business activity was not particularly 
gratifying is clearly indicative of returning 
confidence. 

Business must have confidence in itself 
and its future to borrow money. Banks 
must have confidence in business to make 
the loans. Manifestation of confidence by 
borrowing and lending money, by engaging 
in the normal pursuits of business will do 
more than any external policy or plan to 
effect the gradual restoration of confidence, 
which is far more desirable than any en- 


thusiastic display of empty optimism. Con- 
fidence begets confidence; but a too rapid 
birthrate is not economically sound. 

Many are the urgings that confidence be 
restored; but few are the practicable sug- 
gestions for sound restoration. The only 
sound, adequate answer to the question— 
What will restore confidence?—will be 
found in a thorough, conscientious study of 
what destroyed confidence, and a strong, 
honest effort to assure those who lack con- 
fidence that the destructive practices will 
not be resumed. 

The efforts to present this assurancé have 
been left entirely too much to government 
experimentation. The general attitude in 
this respect was aptly, although uninten- 
tionally, depicted in a recent newspaper 
cartoon. ‘The cartoonist pictured Uncle 
Sam pouring the water of Federal funds 
into the pump of economic improvement; 
and, to make his point of the ineffectiveness 
of this priming, he showed water gushing 
from leaks in the pump, designated as 
wastefulness in the administration’s pro- 
gram. But, nobody was working the handle 
of the pump! Nobody even had hold of it! 
Pumps, as everyone who has had experience 
with one knows, are not. self-starting 
mechanisms. Not all the priming in the 
world will make a pump furnish any water 
other than a part of that which is poured 
into it. The handle is the thing—and the 
vigorous working thereof. 

The lack of confidence is not the result 
of government experimentation alone; it 
existed many months before the experimen- 
tation began. What caused it then? There 
will be found the answer to what most 
largely causes it to persist. Is the pump 
itself faulty? It is difficult to accept the 
cartoonist’s idea that government-waste 
leaks are in the pump of business; they are 
in the priming bucket and in the inexperi- 
enced, or wrong-experienced pouring of the 
water. As the cartoonist pictured it, no- 
body had enough confidence in the pump 
to endeavor to make it respond to the prim- 
ing. How then can any business money be 
got out of the spout of the business pump, 
other than that which is poured in at the 
top? 

Maybe the well is dry. It is true that 
the water has sunk below the flood-level of 
five years since. But, there is still water 
in the well. It will stay there as long as 
the pump is not worked. Nobody wants 
the government to pump the water from the 
national well; but there is a quite general 
manifestation of an inclination to let the 
government keep on pouring rainwater into 
the pump to prime it, when everybody 
should know that the well will have to fur- 
nish the water eventually required to refill 
the rainbarrel. 





Confidence is displaying some interest in 
what is going on at the pump. It will pre- 
sent itself more and more clearly to the 
veneral view as the creaking of the pump- 
handle is heard through the land. As the 
flow of wellwater from the pump increases 
with the more vigorous working of the 
handle, confidence will come: closer and 
closer. When it has been made plain that 
the pump is in good working order and is 
drawing from the well good, clean water, 
free from pollywogs, snails, waterspiders, 
algae, and other contamination, confidence 
will be right there in all its smiling bene- 
ficence, and government can give up the 
priming and go about its more appropriate 
chores. 
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Dye Imports Record 
Small Gain for July 


Volume for Seven Months Off 
30 Percent from 1933 
—Value Is Higher 


Synthetic dyes imported into the 
United States during the month of July 
showed a slight gain over the previous 
month of 16,395 pounds and an increase 
of $6,000 in value; the total figure tor 
July being 178,350 pounds, against 
161.955, with a value of $256,213, 
against $230,303 for the previous 
monthly period. The July imports this 
vear showed a decrease of more than 
65 percent in pounds from the same 
month a year ago; also a decrease In 
value of approximately 55 percent. But 
imports from the first seven months of 
the year, while more than 20 percent 
lower in volume than those for the 
same period of last year, were almost 
6 percent greater in value. : 

Imports of synthetic aromatic chem- 
icals in July also took a drop from the 
imports of a month ago, with a decline 
in volume of more than 70 percent end 
a decline in value of more than 59 per- 
cent. The total for the first seven 
months of the year was 37 percent less 
than for the same period last year. 
July imports of color lakes were more 
than twice what they were for the pre- 
ceding month, and more than ten times 
the imports for the same month last 
year. , The total for the first seven 
months was more than 46 percent 
above the imports for the same period 
last year.

DuPont to Make Urea 


First U.S. Production Planned 
For New W.Va. Plant 


Solid urea will be produced by E. T. 
aduPont de Nemours «& Co., Wilming- 
ton, Del., in a plant now under con- 
struction at Belle, WwW. Va., near 
Charleston. Shipments will be started 
about January 1, 1935. 

This plant will be the first of its kind 
in this country and will have a capac- 
ity sufficient to meet the entire 
mestic demand for urea. The product, 
to be called duPont crystal urea, will 
be offered in grades suitable for the 
various technical uses. 

Since September, 1932, the duPont 
company has manufactured urea-am- 
monia liquor, a liquid product contain- 
ing urea, which has attained wide ac- 
ceptance as an ingredient of mixed fer- 
tilizers based on superphosphate. Du- 
Pont crystal urea is a logical extension 
of urea-ammonia liquor manufacture. 
At present, domestic industry is de- 
pendent solely upon Germany for urea 
supply.

A code of fair competition was ap- 
proved by the National Recovery Ad- 
ministration August 6 for the whole- 
sale paint, varnish, lacquer, and re- 
lated products trade. This code is sup- 
plementary to the general code for the 
wholesaling and distributing trade. It 
will become effective August 14, 

Approval of the wholesale paint code

The wholesale paint trade is gov- 
erned by the wages and hours provi- 
sions of the general wholesale code.

Arsenate Price-Cutting 
Is Called Destructive 


Manufacturers Tell NRA Low 
Prices Make Monopoly 


Inevitable 


The agricultural insecticide and 
fungicide industry, with the exception 
of one or two large manufacturers, is 
doomed unless the National Recovery 
Administration establishes minimum 
selling prices for lead arsenate and 
calcium arsenate, the NRA was told 
by members of the industry in a 
public hearing today. 

Minimum prices of 10 1/3 cents per 
pound for lead arsenate and 6% cents 
for calcium arsenate are asked by the 
code authority for the industry. R. N. 
Chipman, of the Chipman Chemical 
Company, chairman of the code author- 
ity, declared in the hearing that an 
emergency exists in the industry be- 
cause of destructive price cutting. He 
averred that the industry has never 
been a profitable one because of the 
practice by manufacturers of giving 
secret rebates, thus bringing actual 
prices far below those published in the 
Om PAINT AND DruG REPORTER. 

The industry's code prohibits secret 
rebates, but Mr. Chipman declared that 
just before the code was signed last 
May the price of lead arsenate was 
forced down to 7 cents per pound by 
two large manufacturers who an- 
nounced prices. These two concerns, 
he continued, are able and willing to 
zo on selling at this losing price for 
a year two while small competitors 
are forced out of business. Then, with 
a monopoly of the market, he charged, 


they will recoup their losses.

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NRA Eases Rules 
For Small Towns 


Druggists Included in Exemption 
From Certain Provisions 


—Appeal Heard 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9, 1934. 


The week in affairs of the National 
Recovery Administration was marked 
by the first hearing by the new In- 
dustrial Appeals Board, the issuance 
of an order exempting seventeen types 
of business, including retail druggists, 
in small communities from all the code 
regulations except those on child labor 
and fair trade practices, and the prep- 


aration of a statement showing that 
courts have upheld the NRA in 90 
percent of the cases which have been 
brought to them. 

The Industrial Appeals Board met 
August 8 to consider the case of the 
Eldred Crushed Stone Company, El- 


dred, Ill. The company had requested 
an exemption because it runs a hand- 


operated pit, and its officials have 
claimed that it cannot compete with 
machine operated pits without the 
benefit of a wage differential. 

The new small business exemption 
applies to industries or trades “en- 


gaged exclusively in local trade or serv- 
ice” in towns of 2,500 or less. In 
such towns the exemption wil! anvly 
to bakers, garages, groceries, billiard 
rooms, jewelers, tobacconists, drug- 
gists, barber shops, laundries, cleaners, 
real estate brokers, shoe ‘repairers, 
hotels, restaurants, handy stores, milk 


dealers, and beauty parlors. 
The order provides machinery for 
disposition of applications for relief 


and inquiries in cases where competi- 
tion between exempt and nonexempt 
employers may cause hardship be- 
cause the latter happen to be located 
in towns of less than 2,500 “in the im- 
mediate trade area of a larger city.” 

NRA codes have been upheld by de- 
cisions of Federal courts in 90 percent 
8f the cases which so far have come 
up for adjudication, the litigation di- 


vision revealed this week. A survey 
made public by this division listed 
thirty cases in which Federal judges 


have handed down decisions, only three 
of which were adverse to the NRA. In 
addition, the survey shows, thirty other 
cases have been adjusted favorably to 
the NRA without resort to the courts, 
and future compliance has been as- 
sured. in several cases by the posting 
of substantial bonds. 

The three unfavorable decisions were 
in cases brought by others against 
the NRA, the survey showed, and in 
all three appeals have been taken. No 
adverse decision has been rendered 
in any action brought by the NRA, 
and in only ene case won by the NRA 
has an appeal been taken. 

At the same time the compliance di- 
vision issued a report which it claims 
indicates that Amercan industry is not 
only willing, but anxious, to comply 
with the codes. The division based its 
report on the fact that State NRA di- 
rectors, without recourse to Washing- 
ton. were able during the two weeks’ 
period ended July 21, to adjust a total 
of 990 complaints alleging violations 
of code minimum wage or maximum 
hour provisions. In most of the cases, 
the report said, the alleged violations 


were found to be merely employers’ 
misunderstandings of their obligations 
under the codes. The result of the 


conferences and explanations was that 
restitutions totaling $106,732 were made 
to some 4,300 employees. 


Garvan Urges Protests 
Against Trade Treaties 


American bankers and their clients, 
holding defaulted foreign securities, 
were urged August 6 by Francis P. 
Garvan, president of the Chemical 
Foundation, this city, to protest to 
Secretary of State Hull against the 
making of trade agreements with 


countries which have defaulted in their 
debt payments, unless provision was 
made for the payment of American 
holders of these defaulted obligations, 
whether governmental or private. 





Mr. Garvan sent the following tele- 
eram to bankers and investors who 
hold defaulted foreign securities: 

©n December 22, 1930, in conne*tion 
with pending loan through our banks of 
one hundred million to Chilean govern- 
ment and Chilean-German nitrate cartel, 
we re uested you not to foster such at- 
tempt to send our funds to aid German 
and Chilean interests in destroying our 
nitrate industry which is backbone of 
national defense and agricultural progress, 
These securities were issued and are now 
in @efau't For the s°ke of our national 
welfare and in keeping with moral obli- 
gation of our government to our people, 
we now recuest that you immediately 
telegraph and that you request Clients 
who hold defaulted foreign securities t 
telegraph Secretary Hull urging no com- 
mercial treaty with any fore nat 
be entered into, which does n« provide 
for the payment of the defaulted debts 
owed to this country and its people by 
such foreign nation its subsidized 
monopolies, and its citizens

Lead, Zinc Products 
Sales Higher in 1933 


Pigments and Salts Registered 
Gains of 5 to 60 Percent 
Over 1932 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8, 1934. 

Important increases in sales of all 
lead pigments and all zine pigments 
and salts marked the trade in these 
products in 19338, according to a report 
by the Bureau of Mines. Increases 
ranged all the way from 5 percent for 
litharge to 60 percent for leaded zine 
oxide. 

This was in sharp contrast with the 
1932 figures, when sales of all these 
pigments and salts decreased, follow- 
ing decreases in 1931 in all pigments 
and salts except leaded zine oxide and 
zine chloride. 

The increases in sales of lead pig- 
ments in comparison with 1932 were 
as. follows:- sasic lead sulphate, 27 
percent; red lead, 16 percent; white 
lead (dry and in oil), 9 percent; orange 
mineral, 9 percent; litharge, 5 percent. 

Sales of zine pigments and salts ir 
comparison with 1932 showed the fol- 
lowing inecreases:—Leaded zine oxide, 
60 percent: zine oxide, 36 percent; 
lithopone, 16 percent; zine chloride, 37 
percent; and zine sulphate, 34 percent. 

Imports of lead pigments were neg- 
ligible. Exports of white lead dropped 
from 1.681 tons in 19382 to 1,048 tons 
in 1933, while exports of red lead in- 
eveased from 493 tons to 570 tons, and 
those of litharve increased ““om 1,493 
tons to 1,438 tons. 

Imports of zine oxide declined from 
2.672 tons in 1932 to 2,541 tons In 1933, 
while imports of lithopone increased 
from 4,724 tons to 5,096 tons and those 
of zine sulphide dropned from 33 tons 
to 11 tons. Imports of zine chloride 
nereased from 251 tons to 556 tons and 
imports of zine sulphate dropped from 
131 tons to 84 tons. 

Exports of zine oxide declined from 
1.261 tons in 1932 to 722 tons in 1933, 
f.llowing successive drops from a high 
record of 17.638 tons exported in 1929. 
Lithopone exports dropped from 3,212 
tons in 1932 to 1.186 tons in 1933. 

Lithopone producers reported an an- 
nual production capacity of 233,000 
tons.

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Byproduct Sulphuric Acid 
Output Increased in 1933 


The United States Bureau of Mines 
reports that the output of byproduct 
sulphuric acid at copper and zine 
plants in 1933, in terms of 60-degree 
acid, amounted to 656,102 short tons, 
as compared with 600,334 tons in the 
previous year. Of this quantity, 301,- 
075 tons were produced at copper 
plants and 355,027 tons at zine plants. 
At zine plants, 64,984 tons of sulphur 
were used to supplement the gases de- 
rived from the roasting of zinc blende, 
and 242.493 tons of sulphuric § ac id 
were produced therefrom. No sulphur 
Was used at copper plants. 

In the previous year, of the total 
produced, 258,994 tons were recovered 
at copper plants and 341,340 tons at 
zing plants. Sulphur amounting to 
65,510 tons was used at zine plants 
for the recovery of 244,644 tons of sul- 
phuric acid.

Iron Age reported 
that July was the first month this year 
in which pig-iron and_ steel output 
failed to exceed production in the cor- 
responding month of 1933. Pig iron 
output in July was 31.6 percent lower 
than in July, 1933, and steel ingot out- 
put was 53.5 percent under that of July 
a year ago. 

Creosote oil noted a steady tone dur- 
ing the week just ended, although de- 
mand at times appeared to drag. and 
a tapering off was reported in the buy- 
ing of cresylic acid. June imports of 
cresylic acid for consumption amounted 
to 105,140 gallons, valued at $34,664, of 
which 4,510 gallons came from Ger- 
many and 100,330 gallons arrived from 
the United Kingdom. Solvent naphtha 
and xylol developed a slower pace dur- 
ing the week, but the counteracting 
factor was the letdown in the by-prod- 
uct operations, giving the item a firm 
tone. Phenol was in fair demand, with 
prices holding firm. Intermediates 
continued to reflect the slack in certain 
units in the textile industry and other 
directions However, anilin oil was 
firm, with a similar tone noted for 
phthalic anhydride.

A month ago the rate was 27.5 per- 
cent of capacity. Iron Age reported 


that government-sponsored rail and 
track accessory orders will be com- 
pleted at Pittsburgh by mid-August 
and at Chicago before September 1 
No important railroad equipment pro- 


grams are being launched. In con- 
struction field hopes are centered on 
a speeding up of PWA work. Iron Age 
further stated that the most depres- 
ing aspect of the steel market is the 
failure of replenishment buying to 
make its appearance. There has been 
a marked slowing up of the temp 
of industrial activity and inventories 
accumulated by consumers in June are 
lasting longer than had been expected. 

Cresol. — Business here continued 
on a conservative scale throughout the 
week, with the synthetic resin manu- 
facturers ordering out certain spec- 
ifications for nearby requirements, 
and the U.S.P. item displayed a steady 
tone, 

Creosote Oil. — A steady tone was 
in evidence here, with no change in 
quotations. Demand was termed fair. 
June imports for consumption con- 
sisted of 2,686,656 gallons, valued at 
$233,708, of which Belgium’ shipped 
1,288,471 gallons; United Kingdom, 
813.833 gallons; Canada, 84,352 gal- 
lons and Japan. 500,000 gallons. 

Cresylic Acid. Demand here 
tapered off somewhat during the pe- 
riod under review, but prices were 
quotably unchanged. June imports 
were placed at 105,140 gallons, valued 
at $34,664, of which Germany shipped 
4,810 gallons and the United Kingdom, 
100,330 gallons. 

Naphthalene. — There was little to 
report in this direction during the 
week just closed, with the crude 
material confined to inquiries’ for 
nearby requirements. June imports for 
consumption amounted to 3,698,274 
pounds, valued at $54,117, of which 
Belgium shipped 982.482 pounds: Ger- 
many, 1,472,327 pounds: Poland and 
Danzig, 878,506 pounds; United NKing- 
dom, 221,559 pounds, and Canada, 143,- 
400 pounds. 

Phenol.—Request for this item was 
restricted to actual production wants, 
but the activity in the synthetic resin 
industry, petroleum and pharmaceuti- 
cal trades was sufficient to bring about 
a representative movement Lor the 
week, and prices were well maintained. 

Pitch, Coaltar.—A favorable demand 
was reported for this product, and 
prices held steady. June imports of 
tar and pitch amounted to 7,650 bar- 
rels, valued at $13,651, of which 331 
barrels came from the United Kingdom 
and 7,319 barrels from Canada. 

Pyridin.—Activity here was held 
within a narrow range, but the prices 
displayed a steady to firm tone, with 
quotations at the levels in force pre- 
viously.

Quercitron.—The call for this com- 
modity was highly irregular during the 
week just closed, but the market re- 
tained a firm tone at previous price 
levels.

Candelilla——-The market was excep- 
tionally firm and some felt that the ar- 
ticle should be higher but lack of sus- 
tained demand in quantity tended to 
keep competition an active element in 
local affairs. Hence, previous prices 
continued to rule. 

Carnauba.—Spot business continued 
to be not better than fair. For the 
most part, the tone of the market was 
one of firmness based on the absence 
of many offerings from the primary 
market and also on the prices which 
have to be paid for wax to be shipped 
very late in the year. Stocks on the 
spot were conservative in size and a 
larger demand for prompt delivery 
goods would probably have’ been 
promptly reflected in spot quotations 
because of the inadequate reserves 
held here at this time. 

Japan.—The advances in the cost of 
replacement wax seem to have been 
backed by fairly substantial sales. Lo- 
cally, the market was somewhat less 
competitive than it had been and the 
market was felt to be pointed toward 
more remunerative values for spot 
goods. 

Montan.—European prices were firm- 
er because of advances in the rate of 
foreign exchange. Spot quotations 
tended toward a rise but for the time 
being sellers continued former views 
on values while awaiting further de- 
velopments in prices in the primary 
market. 


Fish Oil Rchiten Code 
To Be Effective Aug. 20 


The National Recovery Administra- 
tion has approved a code of fair com- 
petition for the processed or refined 
fish oil industry, which will hecome 
effective August 20. 

The code establishes what are de- 
scribed as ‘“‘normal’ work periods as 
folows: Chauffeurs and delivervmen, 
forty-eight hours a week: watchmen, 
fifty-six hours a week; clerical and 
office employees, forty hours a week 
and eight hours a day; and all other 
employees, thirty-six hours a week and 
eight hours a day. Provision is made 
for overtime compensation of one and 
one-third the regular rate in limited 
instances where extra work is neces- 
sary, except that office workers re- 
ceiving $35 or more a week shall not 
be entitled to overtime payment. The 
maximum hour provisions do not apply 
to persons engaged in managerial, ex- 
ecutive, or technical work, who receive 
$35 or more a week. 

Clerical, accounting and office em- 
ployees are to be paid a minimum ot 
$16 a week, and watchmen are to 
receive not less than $18. All other 
employees are to receive a minimum 
wage of 45 cents an hour. 

The code contains an open-price pro- 
Vision, and provides for the elimina- 
tion of future contracts containing a 
guarantee against price declines, The 
code also provides for the establish 
ment of grades and standards

For bagged goods the addi- 
tional cost is $1.80 per ton for 200-pound 
bags and $2.50 for 100-pound bags, with 
the usual premium of $2 per ton that pre- 
Vails for screened and dried, branded 
sulphate.
